Against- the English Speaking Nations 


Russia the Eternal Question Mark 


Never before in the recorded history of the world have such 


masses of men and arms been leagued together as in the pact 


^announced Friday by Germany, Italy and Japan—with a hint 


Saturday that Russia also will be included, although there is 
doubt about that. 
So vast an alliance reminds one of 


<sthe ancient days when Persia moved 


the hosts of Asia against Greece; 
or, a little later, when Alexander of 
Greece conquered the then known 
world—but, mostly, it reminds one 
of 
the still later day when the 


Crusades lca.gued all Europe in a 
war against all Asia. 


The Crusades, it is true, were a 


holy war for recovery of the birth- 
place of Christianity, Palestine, from 
the Infields (Arabs); but this new 
alliance of Germany, Italy and Japan 
is a crusade of a sort, too—if you 
can call it such, this expedition of 
robber war-lords, hungry for land 
and oil and gold that other nations 
now own. 


*. * * it- 
Looking at world objectives from 


a detached viewpoint youi might think 
that if the United States through its 
Monroe Doctrine tells Germany and 
Italy and Japan to keep their hands 
out of Western Hemisphere affairs, 
then Germany and Italy have the 
right to tell the United States to 
stay out of Europe, and Japan has 
the right to tell us to stay out of 
Asia. 


But there is this important dif- 


ference: The purpose of the Monroe 
Doctrine is to keep the minor re- 
publics of America safe from mili- 
tary invasion, while the United States' 
sole interest abroad, whether in Eu- 
rope or in Asia, is not military but 
commercial, aiming to see to it that 
our civil trade is treated fairly. 


We see a definite military threat 


in Asia by Japan's conclusion of this 
new 
alliance 
with 
Germany 
and 


Italy; but we sec no military signi- 
ficance in our commercial interests 
in the Far East. The Japanese would 
probably tell' us, in. their quaint way, 
that the reason we see it like this 
is because we abscribo all virtue to 
ourselves and all evil to the oilier 
fellow. 


But getting down to brass tacks, 


we know that the United States is 
not fundamentally a military nat- 
ion; 
and, fundamentally, we know 


Germany, Italy, and Japan arc. 


* * * * 
This brings us to a discussion of 


where Russia stands in the picture. 
It is by no means clear. But the 
picture isn't entirely disheartening. 


We can hardly believe Russia will 


be permanently and harmoniously in- 
cluded in any alliance with Japan, 
considering that Asia is the rich prize 
both nations put first in their nat- 
ional programs. 
, 


Furthermore, a Hope man called my 


attention Friday to something most 
of us knew but forgot: Before the 
European war started Russia called 
upon France to fulfill 
their joint 


pledge 
to 
defend 
Czechoslovakia 


against German invasion. But France 
refused; Czechoslovakia was taken— 
and Russia withdrew sullenly from 
the European scene. 


We may hope with good reason, 


therefore, that Russia is still an un- 
known factor in this world-encircl- 
ing pact of the Axis powers. 


Britain and the United States con- 


trol the sea, regardless, and acquir- 
ing Russia as un ally, or merely as- 
suring her neutrality, would help 
mightily - to curb this world con- 
spiracy against the English-speuking 
nations.

Strike Looms 
for Bethlehem 


Bonus System Is 
Objected to by 
CIO Leader 


WASHINGTON—(/I1)—C. I. 0, lead- 


ers intimated 
Friday that a strike 


might be called in mills and ship- 
yards of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, which has more than $800,000,- 
000 of national defense contracts. 


Philip Murray, chairman of C. I. O.'s 


Steel Workers Organizing Committee, 
said S. W. O'. C. field officials would 
meet at Pittsburg October 3 and 4 
to consider what action to take on 
complaints Bethlehem had not put 
into effect minimum pay rates the 
government prescribed for steel firms 
working on federal orders. 


Tlie prime issue, Murray said was 


the 61'/i cents-an-hour minimum rate 
promulgated by the United States 
Public Contracts Board and sustained 
by the Supreme Court. 


The pay arrangement at Bethlehem, 


he asserted, was so tied up with a 
"mysterious 
incentive" system and 


bonuses that the mill workers did not 
know'what they were going to receive 
until payday.

ber and the further 40,000 to be called 
up in April will have to serve a year 
with the colors, they will probably 
be away from home on election day, 
1941.

though they're away from home.

This stroke of authoritarian dip* 


lomacy, conceived and stagemang- 
ed by Adolf Hitler, was signed in 
Berlin's sumptuous new chancellory 
by the foreign ministers of Germany 
and Italy and the ambassador of Ju-> 
pan. 


The treaty does not mention the 


United States. But it is clear that no 
European power except Russia could, 
ever think of attacking the signa- 
tories. Russia, however, is mention-* 
ed in the treaty's article five, which 
says the "political status which exists 
now" between each of the contract- 
ing powers and the Soviet Union is 
in no wise afected.'Germany has 3 
non-aggression pact wth Russia. 


Therefore, the United States is the 


only other power envisaged by art- 
icle three of the pact, as follows: 
"Germany, Italy 
and Japan under- 


take to assist one another with all 
political, economic and military means 
whtn one of the three powers is at- 
tacked by a power at present not 
involved in the European war or in 
the Chinese-Japanese conflict." 


As for Russia, however, and in. 


spite o£ the treaty provision, she 
still may find herself between two 
fires: Japan and Germany, with Italy 
on the sidelines. The pact leaves 
unsaid what is obvious that any con- 
tracting party can change with re- 
ference to Soviet Union. In that case 
such a power would be free to act 
as it wished. 
The Russian article 


then might not be binding on the 
other signatories as well. 
Hence 


there is no guarantee Russia can 
remain out of the conflict.

versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, have some limitations which 
may not be mtt with in indoor meals, 
These limitetions have to do with facil- 
tties for packing or serving, keepihg 
it at right temperature and looking 
attractive. The type of outdoor meal 
planned will influence the selection of 
food. 


Outdoor meals at* three general 


types: (1) the food is all prepared at 
home, packed and carried to the pic- 
nic grounds; (2) the food is all pre- 
pared outdoors over a fire; and (3) a 
combination of tlie first two where 
part of the food is prepared at home 
and the remainder over the camp- 
'ire. 


Menues suggested by Miss Loughead 


for each type are as follows: (i) Sand- 
wiches, or dewilled eggs; -tomatoes, a 
vegetable , salad (mixed just before 
serving) or crisp raw vegetables as 
radishes, 'celery, carrot sticks, liced 
cucumbers;: fruit salad and cup cakes 
or cup' custard and cookies, ice tea 
or lemonade (2) Meat or.eggs cooked 
Over campfirei'' potatoes;; 'baked 'in' 
ashes or;bbiled in" jackets; sliced to- 
matoes _or other vegetables; sandwich 
bread, ;buns; or 'biscuits- baked' on 
hot stones,' in -outdoor- 'oven' or over 
campfire;' coffee;' baked apples; and 
(3) steak' or wieniers, or" scrambled 
eggs and bacon cooked over the camp- 
fire.

Point 4—Vitamin C—Necessary to 


prevent damage to tissues, essential in 
growth ,and helps produce immunity 
to infection. Abundant sources of vit- 
amin C are citrus fruits, tomatoes, 
fresh strawberries, green peppers, and 
onions. 


Point 5—Vitamin B—Helps to stimu- 


late appetite and aid in digestion and 
assimulation. Found in practically all 
foods but most dependable sources 
are whole cereals, whole milk, pork 
and eggs are important sources. 


Cream Regulations 


Due to the federal regulations for 


butter standards which went into ef- 
fect as a part of the new Federal 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act on July 
1, only a certain per cent of the 
county cream producer who offer a 
clean wholesome product for sale will 
be able to retain their cream market, 
according to the county Extension 
agents. 


Since the act went into effect, hun- 


dreds of cans of cream produced on 
Arkansas farms have been condemned 
and either destroyed or returned to 
the producers 
by 
creameries 
and 


cream station operators in compliance 
with its regulations, according to Paul 
Carruth, extension dairyman, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture. 


The new regulations were set Up 


to lower the mold mycelia count in 
butter, and in conformance with the 
new law, the Arkansas State Board of 
Health has issued warnings to cream- 
eries to reject all cream incapable of 
making butter that will pass Federal 
inspection. This means, according to 
Mr. Carruth, that creameries will not 
be permitted ot buy cream that is 
cheesy, moldy, yeasty, foamy, rancid, 
putrid, dirty, or that has an oily flav- 
or. 


The production of clean wholesome 


cream is only a matter of exercising 
the necessary care in its production, 
storage and sale, the Extension special- 
st says, and enumerates the following 
10 practices, which if followed, should 
insure a No. 1 grade cream for the 
market. 


First, clean cow's udder before milk- 


ing; second, strain milk immediately 
after milking; third, wash and ster- 
ilize all Utensils—the separator should 
tie given particular 
attention and 


cleaned after each run; fourth, cool 
cream immediately after separating— 
water will cool cream approximately 
20 times faster than air at same tem- 
perature; fifth, do not mix warm and 
cold cream; sixth do not put cream 
in insanitary or illegal containers at 
any tune; seventh, protect the cream 
while in transit from farm to market; 
eighth, do not store cream where it 
will come in contact with bad odors 
or in a moldy place—damp cellars are 
usually a source of mold in cream; 


,• There is an almost inexhaustible list 
of small cotton gifts that can be made 
at little expense of either money or 
lime which would be Welcome in any- 
one's home, Miss Marshall says, and 
offers the following suggestions: knit- 
ted or padded pot holder, stuffed toys 
rugs, handkerchiefs, hooked mats, shoe 
bags, aprons, novelty 'belts, crocheted 
purse, book covers, book satchels, 
chair pads, tea- towels. Wash clothes, 
pieced, appliqued or candlewicked pil- 
low, 
handkerchief cases, silverware 


holders, cotton ties, suits and dresses 
for children, and luncheon cloths. 


For the community house, Miss Mar- 


shall suggests such large cotton gifts 
as studio couches, draperies or curtains 
for the windows and stage, or a chest 
of household cottons and wearing ap- 
parel for the sick in the neighbor- 
hood. 


The extension specialist also urges 


that the usefulness of cotton clothes 
for needy families to be remembered 
when Christinas baskets 
are being 


prepared. 
Corduroy suits for both 


boys and girls, cotton suiting, ging- 
ham and print material for dresses, 
towels, wash cloths and bath towels, 
cotton pajamas, nightgowns, house 
coats, aprons, and tea towel are some

-.^Btjjow this neat ,top structure of 
paper government, there is as com- 
pjfcx d local administration as was 
feyer'deviaed There are native sul- 
iahs ruling some areas, with Dutch 
"pig brother" advisers pulling the 
Wires.' There are governors appointed 
by H, E for other areas, with the 
broadest of powers. All these gov- 
ernors are career men, trained Dutch 
administrators who. not having to 
monkey with being re-elected to of- 
fice, go about their jobs with a 
degree of eficency that should, but 
probably 'won.'t put to shame most 
political hacks of all blundering de- 
mocracies. 


Strawberry Platforms 


Take the case of the governor of 


Ea$f Java, Ch. O van der Plas, whose 
Delft blue.eyes*sparkle over a quaint 
f»ut youthful underbrush of black 
beard. Hhe rose through the Dutch 
consular service, and at one time 
served..in Arabia. He therefore un- 
derstands, the Mohammedans, 
who 


comprise a large part of his popu- 
lation. He is an authority on native 
languages, and the agriculture, art 
and archaeology of his state. In an 
area where every inch of land must 
b? cultivated, he is at work on pro- 
blems of recolonization to less pop- 
ulated islands, finding new crops for 
his people, and new markets for the 
new crops. When he introduced straw 
berries, the patient natives took the 
trouble of putting two crossed bam- 
boo splits under the stem of each 
l>erry to keep it off the ground and 
make it perfect. The governor got 
a' big kick out of that. 


All these governors have under

Red Cross Gives 
Island Camp 
a Clean Bill

WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, D. W. I.— 


Berlin charges German subjects in- 
terned on the Caribbean Sea, are mis- 
u-eated and housed under insanitary 
conditions; 


Reports via London say Germany, 


in retaliation, is interning twice as 
many Hollanders in Europe as are now 
being held in British Guiana, the 
Netherlands, East Indies and Dutch 
West Indies combined. 


I have found no evidences of this 


alleged nu'strcament . 


War's outbreak caught 10 German 


ships in Dutch harbors off the Ven- 
ezuelan coast. Eight were in Curacao 
and two were docked in the smaller 
island of Aruba. 


These merchantmen sought protec- 


tion in.sidc Dutch waters, although two 
of them later put to sea and were able 
to run the allied blockade. 


Refugees Interned 


When Germany invaded Holland, the 


remaining ships were taken over by 
Dutch West Indies authorities. 


Morning of May 10, when the in- 


vasion occurred, 
found 
buses and 


trucks loaded with several hundred 
persons slated 
for 
internment on 


Bonaire island. First night's round- 
up included all German and Aus- 
trian subjects. Second night all su- 
spected fifth columnists were taken in- 
to custody. 


Originally about 400 persons were 


interned. 


No exception was made for Ger- 


man-Jewish refugees. Officials point 
out that one exception makes it dif- 
ficult to reject additional appeals. 


The German consul, who is 90, 


was not interned. 


Clear Bill From Red Cross 


In July, a representative of the In- 


ternational Red Cross at Geneva vis- 
ited Bonaire island to investigate con- 
ditions. 


No malaria epidemic was discover- 


ed, as reported in Germany. 


Prisoners were found to be receiv- 


ing good food and humane treatment. 


Such illness as existed was confined 


®- 


to two persons who were ill at Bo- 
naire before the arrival of those in- 
terned. 


This report is now a matter of rec- 


ord a tRed Cross headquarters in Ge- 
neva. 


At present 1RG persons arc interned 


at Bonaire, including 95 men, 55 wom- 
en and 16 children. 


Children stay with their mothers in 


small houses
